Washington, Dec. 14.--The outlook for 
changing the civil service law is being 
actively canvassed among Republican 
members of the house as a result of the 
conference held Saturday night.

Rut In can vassing the situation it 
has been found that Democratic mem 
hers would favor a complete repeal of 
the law. but would oppose anything 
short of a repeal. 
As the Republican 
movement Is not toward complete re 
peal, Dut rather for modification of th<* 
law there appears to be no basis by 
which the anti-civil service reformers 
of both parties can unite. 
Tt Is claimed, 
however, that a modification bill will 
receive the votes of two-thirds of tin 
Republican members, and w'ill have a 
good chance of passing the senate and 
receiving the president’s signature.

W a s h i n g t o n, Dec. 14. —[Special. ]—When 
It was proposed by the own er of a big New 
York n ewspaper to organ ize on exped ition 
for the purposo of fightin g for Cuba, most 
people smiled . 
They said it was a mere 
ad vertisin g sohomo an d could n ot result 
in an ythin g of a tan gible n ature. 
But I 
fin d the men who are familiar with Cuba 
an d the situation which prevails there n ot 
to in cred ulous. 
It certain ly would bo a 
d ramatic performan ce if an American 
n ewspaper were to organ ize an exped ition 
of armed men that should march through 
the islan d , d efeatin g the Span ish an d giv­ 
in g en couragemen t to the in surgen t cause. 
I was talkin g about this with an army 
officer who kn ows Cuba pretty well, an d 
what ho said was very in terestin g. 
“ Stran ge as it may seem,” said this 
army officer, “ I believe a thousan d A m er­ 
ican s from the western coun try, sharp 
shooters with the rifle an d experien ced in 
In d ian fightin g, would march through 
Cubu from on e en d to the other. 
I l>e- 
lieve, furthermore, that if such a troop 
were sen t out an d were supported by the 
in surgen ts, as it would be, great results 
would follow. 
In the first, place, these 
men wouU be fighters. 
They would fight 
m American fasld on . 
They would brin g 
to bear again st the Sn an ish cooln ess, pre­ 
cision , courage, strategy, 
it they d id n ot 
accomplish so very much from the m ili­ 
tary poin t of view, they would certain ly 
stir up the d iplomatic world . 
Lan d such 
a party of armed American s in Cuba an d 
Spain would go wild . 
Shu would lose her 
Lead . 
She would d eman d all sorts of 
thin gs from the Un ited States, an d the 
result in all probability would be an in 
tcrn atioiml row.

“ Every military authority in the world 
is surprised that Spain has n ot quelled the 
rebellion before this,” con tin ued this army 
officer. 
“ If Spain had the proper sort of 
fightin g material, she could put d own the 
revolt in short ord er. 
Does it n ot seem 
stran ge that the d iplomatic world should 
f>o stirred up an d the peace of two such 
n ation s as the Un ited States an d Spain be 
en d an gered by a little on e horse rebellion 
which, in all probability, ‘¿,<>00 American 
troops would wipe out in Off d ays}“ 
It is 
the opin ion of most military authorities 
that our regular army or the troops of 
En glan d < r German y would put an en d 
to the Un ban rebellion in two or three 
mon ths. 
The trouble is that the Span ish 
troops fight on ly in platoon s. 
They will 
n ot ad opt the method of warfare which 
alon e can prod uce results un d er the con 
d ition s which prevail. 
1 )o you suppose Gen eral Gomez's scat­ 
tered han d s could withstan d such fightin g 
a» that which the En glish d id at Darkai 
rid ge or such warfare as that which 
our troops have time an d again been com 
jelled to wage again st the Sioux, the Mo­ 
d oc» an d the Apaches? 
No. 
En glan d or

His wo rk wa s so 
perfect a nd a rtistic tha t the jea lo usy o t 
so me o f the lea ding pa inters wa s a ro used. 
Fro m tha t time the ma nufa cture o f a rt! 
fieia l flo wers stea dily grew a nd dev elo ped 
in Fra nce, a nd to da y the French ex cel in 
them. 
The a rt wa s intro duced into Engla nd 
during the French rev o lutio n by refugees 
who ma de use o f it a s a mea ns o f subsist 
ence. 
It ha s been successfully na tura lized 
in the United Sta tes. 
Kniv es o f v a rio us

It is seldom th a t one finds th e h istory 
outweigh ing th e fiction so noticeably 
in an h istorical novel as in th is notable 
story of th e civil war.

Th e perusal of th is story gives to one 
not previously familiar with it a sur­ 
prisingly graph ic account of th e part 
th e loyal Tennessee people took in th e 
war, of th e h ardsh ips of th e battling, 
th e sadness of th e foraging, and more 
vividly th an anyth ing perh aps, th e in­ 
justice of being misunderstood. 
T h e 
auth or knows h is Tennessee h istory 
from Alph a to Omega. 
We doubt if 
th ere h as ever been written an abler 
running narrative of th e events th a t 
took place in th ese two states during 
th e war th an is h erein offered to us. 
Surely th ey h ave never been so 
lieved of wearisome data and so 
cinatingly woven with 
h omely 
inance. 
Th e plan followed is to tell th e story 
of Wild Cat Mountain, of Mill Spring, 
of th e capture of Cumberland Gap. of 
Stone River, of Lookout Mountain, and 
of oth er stirring scenes of th e time by 
h aving th e h ero in nomespun 
Jack 
Gasey, or some qth er ch ar acter in th e 
story, takes part in th em. 
Th e plan is 
admirably carried, and alth ough th e 
wounded h ero h appens to get around 
to th e h omes of h is beloved—sh e is two 
— with rem arkable frequency, and al­ 
th ough it is h e wh o is always on h and 
to do th e one most needful act, th e 
reader raises no objections. 
Jack 
Casey is a fine fellow, a rough dia­ 
mond, to be sure, but a valuable one 
just th e same, and if special- courtesies 
were not extended to h eroes, fiction 
would be as dull as Gibbon. 
Th e love 
story ends h appily, th ough clouds ob­ 
scure th e path s of th e lovers more th an 
once. 
It is with no th ough t of deem 
ing th e love story eith er commonplace 
or dull, for it is sweet arid natural,th at 
we repeat th e opinion th a t it is for its 
h istory ra th e r th an its fiction th at th e 
novel is most praiseworth y. 
Th is is an admirable way to impress 
th e reader with striking 
h istorical 
events and personalities. 
We h ave 
read Governor Brownlow s papers on 
th e rise and fall of th e Rebellion, but 
th e man never stood before us an h e 
does in th is story, defying th e South in 
h is sermon at Severiile and extending 
ch eer to h is friendspn Knoxville prison. 
And wh ere is th ere an abler proof th an 
in th is story th a t Gen. Sh erm an little 
knew th e temper of th e people in East­ 
ern Tennessee? 
Since h e is a clergy­ 
man, th e auth or need give no apology 
for two sermons h e introduce» . 
If all 
sermons were like Parson Brownlow » 
and Ch aplain Barnes’s th e 
ch urch 
would be full every service. 
Both are 
as powerful and as ch aracteristic a» 
F ath er Taylor's sermons, 
wh ich were 
used in fiction to such excellent advan­ 
tage by Herm an Melville. 
If “ A Hero 
in Homespun” is not soon popular, pop­ 
ularity h angs upon someth ing besides 
merit.

Borne sage hits observ ed, and

horrible death. Here, again, the terrible 
force of trifles w ill he apparent to all. 
Hut perhaps one of tho most ex traor­ 
dinary cases of liv es changed by trifles 


wun th e follow ing, in which the careless 
w riting of the figure 1 so that it ap­ 
peared like 7 altered the w hole course 
of a y oung clerk’s ex istence: 
It was 
many y ears ago, when tho gold fev er in 
California w as at its highest pitch, and 
hundreds were leav ing ev ery day for 
the FI Dorado on that western shore. 
Cur clerk, who was plodding along in a 
London office on XI a week, was v ery 
much in lov e w ith a certain y oung lady , 
w ho was of a som ewhat erratic and 
changeable disposil ion.

The coll*' n o g of postage stamps and 
the preserv ation of the same as curiosi­ 
ties began im m ediately after the issue 
of 
the Mulru-tdy env elopes and 
the 
18 40 penny black and twopence blue 
adhesiv es. The first published notice of 
such collecting is haul to hav e appeared 
in Punch in 18 41. 
The first gov ernm ent to follow the 
ex am ple of Great Britain was that of 
Brazil, w hich issued the large figure 
stamps in 1^48 
Other countries slow ly 
followed, until the growth of commerce, 
made possible by railroads and ocean 
steamers, and the consequent increased 
dom estic and foreign 
correspondence, 
caused most of the other gov ernm ents 
to introduce the same sy stem of prepay 
meut by stamps early in the fifties 
As 
| the number of different stam ps increas- 
i ed more and more persons became inter 
| ested in obtaining copies of the differ 
ent v arieties, but probably the m ost effi- 
| cient agent in stim ulating curiosity and 
1 ev entually collecting was the appear 
ance of the triangular Cape of Good 
Hope stamps m 18 58 
The shape w as so 
odd and the design so beautiful that, 
judging by present prices, 
it 
would 
seem as if alm ost ev ery copy used was 
sav ed. 
No one w ho collected stamps as 
curiosities w as satisfied until he had 
one or more of these handsome postal 
labels. 
As tim e w ent on boy s and girls be­ 
came interested in stamps, aud a riv al­ 
ry began as to w ho could m ake up a 
collection of the greatest number of v a­ 
rieties. 
Many of the boy s could get a 
large num ber of the stam ps of one or 
more foreign countries, and by trading 
these w ith one another could increase 
thf ir collections m aterially . 
The usual 
basis for such trading w as stam p for 
stamp, and thus m any rare stam ps went 
into the hands of children who had no 
idea us to their future v alue. 
U nfortu­ 
nately in those early day s of philately 
the custom w as to paste down the stamp 
on pages of old hlankbooks, and v ery 
few stamps remained w hole after one 
or tw o rem ov als.— H arper’s Bound Ta

“ Plants aud Their E nem ies” is the 
title of an article by Thomas H. Kear- 
liuy . J r. 
in 6 t Nicholas. Mr Kearney 
say s: 
There are a thousand 
things that 
threaten tho w ell being and ev en the 
life of ev ery tree anu shrub and low ly 
herb. Too much lieut or too little works 
great harm to plauto. 
Then thero are 
all manner of w asting diseases caused 
by other tiny plants called fungi and 
bacteria Many large anim als, as horses 
and cows aud sheep, liv e by grazing the 
herbage and grass or browrsiug the fo li­ 
age of trees and shrubs 
Of course they 
greatly injure the plants they feed upon 
and therefore m any plants are in one 
way or another protected against such 
attacks. 
Did y ou ev er stop to think w hy th is­ 
tles are so w ell armed w ith sharp prick­ 
les or why tiie ugly roadside nettles are 
furnished w ith stinging hairs? 
N otice 
cuttle grazing in a field where thistles 
or nettles grow 
See how careful tiny 
j are 
to let those disagreeable 
plants 
' alone. That is tin* reason for the stings 
aud the spines 
Bee this honey locust 
tree bristling w ith its horrid array of 
three pointed thorns 
What anim al is 
brav o enough to try to rob it of its 
leav es or great pods? Hawthorns, too, 
and rosebushes and blackberry briers 
all hav e their sharp little sw’ords and 
daggers to defend them selv es against 
browsing animals. 
Out on the wide, hot deserts of A ri­ 
zona and New M ex ico those odd plants, 
the cactuses, grow in great numbers. 
Bome of them take strange shapes— tall, 
fluted columns, branching candelabra or 
mere round balls, like the melon cactus 
They are alm ost the only plants that grow 
in some parts of that country ,and there is 
alw ay s plenty of sap inside their tough 
skins. 
To the hungry and thirsty crea­ 
tures thut roam those dreary wastes in 
search of food and water they are v ery 
tem pting 
Were they not in some way 
protected these cactuses would soon be 
entirely destroy ed, but nature has made 
them to t>o like strong forts or great 
armored battleships among plants They 
are guarded by all sorts of sharp spines 
and prickles and fine hairs that burn 
when they get into tho flesh 


Seaweed and Amber. 


The main source of the amber supply 
is the seacoast of the B altic ocean. It is* 
fossil gum, originally the ex udation of 
a species of conifer now ex tinct. 
This 
grew in lux uriant profusion hundreds 
of thousands of y ears agoon the marshy 
coasts of northern Europe, when the 
clim ate was much warmer than it is to­ 
day 
The natural history of am her is 
thus ex plained 
The i 111 mens** for« sts of 
amber 
pine underwent their natural 
dow nfall and decay . 
The resin of the 
wood accum ulated in large quantities 
in bogs and ponds and in the soil of the 
forest 
Win ro the coast w as slow ly sink­ 
ing, the sea by and by cov ered the land, 
and the amber, w hich had been gradu­ 
ally hard* uing, was at lust d* posited at 
the ocean bottom. B ut in higher regions 
the pine continued to flourish, and so 
amber would still continue to be washed 
down to the shore« and deposited in the 
later formed green sand, and the still 
later formed stratum of lign ite or brown 
coal 
The gum became fossilized by its long 
burial underground. 
More than 200 
specim ens of ex tinct life, anim al and 
v egetable, hav e been found imbedded iu 
amber specimens, including insects, rep 
tiles, plants, leav es, shells, fruit, etc., 
w hich had been caught in the liquid 
gum and entombed there for all tim e. 
Bome of these specim ens are so curious­ 
ly beautiful as to ho alm ost priceless, 
and one E nglish collector has a cabinet 
of them w hich is v alued at £ 100,000. 
One piece em balm s a lizard about eight 
inches long, a jew eled monster perfect 
in it* form and coloring, w hich has uo 
like in any thing ex isting now. 
Indeed, 
in many instances science is able solely 
through this medium to study details of 
anim al life w hich perished from the 
earth many hundred thousands of y ears 
ago. 
Thero are flies preserv ed with 
w ings poised as if fur flight, where tho 
prism atic sheen glow ing through the 
y ellow sepulcher is as brilliant as if 
they were floating aliv e iu the sunshine 
— Harper’s Round Table.
